Fiscal Court Meets. 

The Bourbon Fiscal Court met Satur- 
day, with Judge Denis Dundon presid- 
ing and the following magistrates pres- 
ent: L. J. Fretwell, E. P. Thomason, 
K. H. Bums, J. J. Redmon, O. ti. 
Lloyd. John N. Shropshire and G. K. 
Redmon. The report of Road Supervi- 
sor C. F .Redmon was filed with the 
court and accepted and a number of 
claims'were allowed for work cn the 
turnpikes of the county. The court ap- 
proprjated the sum of $1,000 for the 
use of the Turnpike Supervisor for the 
month of June. 

Squires Lloyd and Shropshire were 
appointed a committee by the court to 
nurchase a bndxe to be placed on the 
Hooktown pike, near the Nicholas 
county line and a committee composed 
of Squires Thomason and Hurris and 
Shropshire was named to go to Nicho- 
lasville to inspect a rock distributing 
machine which was recently purchased 
and nlaced in operation. 

The sum ot $2,969.31 was ordered 
paid to the Acme Road Machinery Co., 
for the road machinery recenMy pur- 
chased by the county as soon as in the 
judgment of the road supervisor the 
company has complied with its con- 
tract. 

For the purpose of building 1 45-100 
miles of turnpike on the Iron Works 
pike between the Paris and Clinton- 
ville and Paris and Betnlehem pikes, 
the court apDropriated the sum of 
$1,250, the money being available when 
the subscriptions to the amount of 
$750 to be used in connection with that 
appropriated by the county, is turned 
over to the county treasurer. Court 
adjourned to meet on July 5.

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Laborers Demand Higher Wages 

An attemntfhas been made by the 
laborers of Bourbnn county to corne 
the market and command their own 
prices for their labor in the coming 
grass seed harvest season. This sea 
son Bourbon county has an unusually 
large and heavv crop of grass seed and 
it will require about five hundred 
stripping machines to harvest the crop 

Each machine requires two men to 
operate it, one to drive and another to 
rake back the seed. It hps been the 
custom of those engaged in e r ass seed 
harvesting to Day $1.50 f i drivers 
aod $2.50 per dav for rakir ig back. 
Negroes are usually employed at this 
work, and they have demanded $2 and 
$3 per day resDectively for th?ir labor, 
which the employers have refused to 
pay. 

Several men who have large crop3 
of seed on their hands ready for the 
harvest are at a loss to know how to 
cope with the situation, while others 
have made visits lo other towns where 
they have secured negro laborers, pay- 
ing them at the rate of $1.50 and $2 50 
per dav and board during the harvest, 
and furnishing them transportation. 

It was stated yesterday that there 
would be ample labor secured at prices 
which were formerly paid for harvest- 
ing the blue' grass crop, as several 
hundred men will be imported from 
other towns to carrv on the work. It 
is also stated a larce number will be 
secured from Middlesboro and appli- 
cation has been made to an employ- 
ment agency in Cincinnati, looking to- 
ward securing a large number from 
ihat city. 

It is the purpose of those who ara 
preparing to harvest the crop to pay 
only fcur dollars per stripper for 
laborers, and those who are holdiner 
out will no doubt get left if a sufficient 
\ number of men can be secured in other 
cities.

men will oush the harvest with all 
haste before the seed, which is ripen- 
ing rapidly, begins to fall off. 

From estimates that have been 
furnished bv the local dealers there 
will be a bumper crop of seed this 
season, exceeding by many thousand 
bushels, the heaviest crop in recent 
years. The seed is unusuallv heavy 
and has beaded out well. Good weath- 
er prevailing the harvest will be com- 
pleted in two or three weeks. 

Hundreds of strippers will be placed 
in the fields Thursday morning. K. B. 
Hutchcraft, of this city, who has 
about 1,500 acres of seed to harvest, 
will operate 20 strippers. Spears & 
Sons will probably have the largest 
number in operation, and exoect to be- 
gin work with seventy in their effort 
to get in the crop from 6,000 acres as 
early as possible. Thoma?on, Collins 
& Redmon, of North Middletown, who 
have contracted [for 6.000 acres of 
standing seed, will put forty-seven 
machines in the field. 

C. S. Brent & Bro., of Paris, who 
have purchased the seed from upward 
of 5,000 acres, will start Thursday 
morniner with fifty strinpers, and 
Stuart & O'Brien will operate about 
sixteen. Several parties in the North 
Middletown precinct, who have before 
them large contracts for seed, will 
operate stripers, and a number of indi- 
viduals will have out/machine3 for the 
harvest, among them being John and 
Thomas Maher, of Paris, who will 
place fifteen machines in the field. 

The blue grass seed market is the 
most interesting topic of conversation 
at the present time. This year's crop 
is undoubtedly tre largest on record, 
being estimated from nine hundred 
thousand to one million two hundred 
and fifty thousand bushels. 

A prominent blue grass seed dealer 
has furnished the News with the follow- 
ing table of crops and prices covering 
the last twelve years :

This dealer stated that never during 
these twelve years has the entire crop 
ot blue gra^s seed been consumed. 
Even after the crop of 1910 was 
marketed, there remained about live 
car loads unsold, and the 1910 crop is 
the shortest on record, the seed haviipr 
been killed bv a late freeze that 
spi irg. 

The bulk of the Llue grass seed crop 
is used for mal:ing lawns, and is mix- 
ed with various other seeds, which 
have some qualities that are superior 
to Kentucky Blue prass seed in csrtain 
localities. The moat prorr ir.ent seed 
used in this CcnnecticQ are red top, 
white clover, rve grass, ai;d Canadian 
Blue Grass. When any of theses seeds 
becomes exclusively high in price be- 
cause ot short crop or for other re&s- 
o: s. the proportion of that seed used in 
th= Invrn grass mixture is reduced. It 
is fur thi* reason that the consumption 
of Kentucky Bhi> Grass Seed is re- 
duced "*hen the pi ice of it is hicher 
than that of the other seeds used in 
the mivtuie. 

The price of blue grais reed for the 
1911 crop was the higbesl tier known, 
and those dealt is who bought largely 
clii:n that ihev were u.iaLlo to market 
it, fcr the reasons above given, and 
that thev rue still carrying large 
| stocks of it by reason of which they 
i will be forced to -take heavy losses on 
| last year's transactions. 

Another factor in the situation about 
whick moit Kentucky farmers are 
| more or less ignorant is the size of the 
j Western crop. In 1911 this Western 
crop amounted to about sixty thousand 
I bushels. Advices from there this year 
| indicate a crop of one hundred and 
fifty to two hundred thousand. This 
• Western seed is sought after by deal- 
; ers who Fell to the retail trad.' because 
; the Western farmer does not strip it 
} until it has thoroughly ripened, and. 
! as a consequence, it germinates very 
I m::ch better than the average lot of 
| seed that is strinpod in Kentucky. As 
an indication of the condition in which 
, the average farmer strips his blue grass 
j seed in Kentucky, this dealer stated 
i that in curing blue grass teed there is 
' a shrinkage of ab^ut forty nor cent, ; 
whereas, if the seed was stripped ripe,' 
it would not shrink more than twenty 
per cent. In claening blue grass seed 
there is a further shrinkage of thirty- 
five to forty-five per cent, the former 
being for lots free from straw 
weeds. 

The Kentucky farmer could un- 
doubtedly create a larger demand lor 
his blue grass seed if he would furnish 
the consumer with an article that 
would grow better, and at the same 
time he cojld realize a better price. 

Xhe Kentucky dealer is powerless to 
remedy this condition. He is more 
than willing to co-cperare with the 
farmer, but the latter must take the 
first step.

Will Enlighten Ministers. 

Witha vitw of better acquainting 
the ministers of the State with the 
agricultural conditions existing in Ken- 
tucky, and also with methods for im- 
provement of the conditions, the Col- 
lege of Agriculture of the State Tlni- 
versitv has inagurated a novel enter- 
prise to bring these conditions before 
the ministers. In order to get the 
matter before the ministers. Prof. T. 
R Bryar.t, superintendent of, the ex- 
tension division of the college, has 
planned for a special course of four 
days, beginning June 8. He has sent 
out circular letters to 3.00U ministers 
of all denominations, inviting them to 
attend the special course. 

Following is a copy of the letter, 
which is self-explanatory:
